er, & Adminiſtration of Sacraments,and other Rites aud Ce- 
remonies in the Churchof England, authoꝛiſen by Act of Par · 
2 * liament, holnen in the fift and lixt peeres of out laid late Souc⸗ 
| e reigne Lon, King Edward the (irt , intituled, An Act fo: the 
G\ VA. . 7 Unifozmitie of Common Pꝛaper, æ Adminiſtration of the Sa⸗ 

| | craments : the which was repealed and taken away by Act of 
JaIarliament, in the firũ peere of the reigne of aur late Souereigne Lady, Queene Mary, 
to the great decay of the due Honour of God, and the viſcomtozt of the pꝛokeſlours of the 
trueth of Chziſts Religion, WE : 

Bte it therfoze enacted by the anthozity of this pzeſent Porliament,that the ſaid Sta; 
tate of repeale,and euerꝝ thing therin conteined , onely concerning the ſaid Booke , ans the 
Seruice, Admmiſtration of Sacraments, Rites, and Ceremonies, contained oꝛ appointed, 
it, 02 by che laid Booke, ſhall be vopy and of none effect, from, æ after the Fealt of the Nati- 
uitie of Saint lohn Baptiſt next comming. Aus that the ſaid Booke, with the 0:der of 
Seruice, and the adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites,avd Ceremonies, with the altera⸗ 
tion and additions therein added, and appointed by this Statute,ſhall ſtand, and be, from, 
and after the lain feaſt of the Natiuitie of Saint Iohn Baptiff,in full foꝛce and effect, ac- 
cozding to the tenour aud effect of this Statute: any thing in the fozeſaid Statute of re · 
peale to thecontrarp notwithſtanding. 

Anvfurther be it enacted by the Queenes High-nefle, with the aſſent of the Lozds and 
Commons of this pzeſent Parliament afſembley,and by the authozity of the ſame, that all 
and ſingular Miniſters, in any Cathev2all oz Pariſh Church, oꝛ other place within this 
Realme of England, Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, 62 other the Queenes Domini⸗ 
ons, chall from and after the keaſt of the Matiuity of S. lobn Baptiſt next comming, bee 
bounden ts ſay and vſe the Mattens,Euenſong,celebzationofthe Lows Supper, and Ad» 
miniſtration of each of the Sacraments, and all other common and open pꝛaper, in ſuch 
o2der and teme as is mentioned in the ſapy Booke , ſo authoꝛiʒen by Patliament, in the 
{aid fift and ſixt yeres of the reigne of Ring Edward the ſixt, with one alteration oꝛ advition 
of certaine Leflonsto bee ved on every Sunday in the peere, and the fozme ot te Lets 
any altered and cs2rected,and two ſentences onely anded in the velinerp of the Sacrament 
to the Communicants, and none other, oz otherwiſe. Ann that if any manuer of Parſon, 
Aicar, oz other whatſoener Miniſter, that ought oz ſhould ſing oz ſay Common Pꝛaper 
ment ionen in the ſapd Booke, oz miniſter the Sacraments, from and after the Feaft of 
the Natiuitieof S. Lohn Baptiſt next comming, refuſe to bſe the ſaypy Common P2ap- 
ers, 02 to miniſter the Sacraments in ſuch Cathedꝛal oz Pariſh Church, oꝛ other places 


as hee ſhould vle to minilker the lame. in ſuch ozder any femme as they bee mentioned any

ſet kooꝛth in the ſaid Boke, o2 ſhall wilfully ez obſtinately anding in the ſame, vle any

(hal diligently and faithfally, hau ing no lawfuli oz reaſonable excuſe to bee abſent, endeuour 
* — to teloꝛt to their Pariſij Church oꝛ chappel accuſtomed,oz vpon reaſonable let ther- 

, to ſome vſuall place where Common pꝛayer and ſuch Sernice of God ſhall be vſed in ſuch 
time of ſet,vpon euery Sunday, and other dates ozvained and vſed to bee kept as holy dayes1 
and then and there to abide ozderlp and foberlp. daring the time of Common pzayer, pꝛeech⸗ 
ings oz other Seruice of God, there to be ved aud miniſtred, vpon paine of puniſhment bp 
ehe cenſutes ofthe Church : and alſo vpon paine that euery perſon lo offending , ſhall fozfeit 
koz euery ſuch offence twelue pence to bee leuied by the Churchwardens of the ]Pariſh where

Snvlor due execution hereof, the Quteenes moſf 
extellent Paieſtie,the Lozds cempozall e aſl the Commons in this pzeſent ]Parliament aſſem- 
led, doe in Gods Name earneſtly require and charge all the Archbiſhops, Bilyops, an 6- 
thet Dzdinaries,that they ſhal indeuour themſelues to the vttermoſ of their knowledges, that 
the due and true execution hereof map bee had thꝛaugbout their Dioceſle, and Charges, as 
they will anſwere befoze God, foz ſuch euils and plagues wherwith Almighty God map tuſt⸗ 
ly puniſh bis people fog neglecting his good and wholeſome Law.

thſtanding. 

And it is 0zveined, and enacted by the autboꝛitie afozeſaiv, That all and enerp Juſtices of 
Oper and Determiner, oz Juſtices of Aſſile , ſhall haue full power and authozitie in every 
their open and genterall Sellions, to enquire, beate, and determine all, and all aaner of 
olkences that ſhall ve committed oz done contrary to any article contained in this pzeſent Act, 
within the limits of the Lommiſſion to them directed,any to make Pzoceſle foz the execution 
of the lame, as they may doe againſt any perſon being indicted befoze them of treſpaſle, oꝛ 1aw- 
fully conuicted thereof, : 

Pꝛouided atwaies,and be it enacted by the authozitte afozeſaid,iThat all and euery Atch · 
bilhop and 'BiHop , ſhall 0z may at all time and times, at bis libertie and pleaſure, ioyne and 
allociate himlſelfe, by vertne of this Acte, to the ſois Juffices of Dyer and Determiner, oꝛ to 
the ſaid Juſtices of Afſiſe , ax euety ofthe ſaiv open and generall Seſſions to be hoſden in any 
pe HO his Diocelle , fox and to the enquiry, heating and determining of the offences

And bee it further enacted by the aut hoꝛtty afozeſaid , That no perſon 0z perſons ſhall. be 
at — bereafter impeached, oz otherwile molefted,of oz toz an t he offences aboue menti- 
oned, ercafter to be committed 02 done contrary to this Act, vnlefle he oz they ſo offending. be 
thereof indicted at the next general! Seſſions to bee holden befo;e anpſuch Juſtices of Oper 
and Determiner , 02 Juſtices of Aſlile, next after any offence committed oz done contrary to 
the tenoz of this Acte. 

Pꝛouided alwaies , and be it ozyeined andenacted by the authoꝛity afozeſaid , that all any 
— Lords of the Parliament, foz the third offence aboue mentioned ſhall be tried by their

zouided alſo, and bee it oꝛdeined and enacted by the authoꝛlty afozeſaid , that the Maio 
of pom all other Maivza, Bailiffes, anyother head-officers, of all and —4— 
$0:oughs and townes corporate, within this Realme, Males, and the marches of the ſame, 
to the which Juſtices of Allile doe not commonly Wer hanefulpower and anthozity,bp 
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vertue of this Act. to enquire, heare and determine the offences aboutlaid, and euerp ofthem 
peetely wit hin utteene dapes after the Feaſts ef Eaſter and Saint w ichael the Archangel. 
in like maner and fozme as Juſtices ok Aſliſe, and Oper and Determiner may doe. 

Pꝛauided alwapes, and be it 0zdained and enacted by the authoꝛitie afœeſaid, that all and 
Enguler Arch-biſhops and Biſhops, aud euery of their Chancelloꝛs Commiſſarfes , Atcbdea· 
cons, and other ©zdinaries,haning any pecultar Eccleftaſticail tarildiction, ſhall baue full 
power and aithozity, by vertueof this Act, aſwell ts enqutte in their vilitation, Spnoves,oz 
elſewhere within their iuriſdiction , at any other time and place, to take æccuſatiens, and in- 
fozmations of all and euerp the things aboue mentioned, done, commitceo, oz perpetraten 
within the limits of their turiſdiction, and authozitie , and to panifh the lame by admoniti⸗ 
on, excommunication , ſequeſtration oz depziuation , oz other cenſures and pꝛoceſſes in like 
fozme as heretofoze hath beene vſed in like caſes by the Queenes Eccleſiaſticali Lawes. 

Pꝛouided alwayes , and bee it enacred,that what ſoeuet perſon offending in the pzemilles, 
fhall foz the firſt offence receive puniſhment of the Ozdinatp, bauing atcflimoniall thereof 
vnder the laid Owinaries ſeale, ſhall not fo; the ſame oFence eftſoones be conuicted befoze the 
Juſtices: and likewiſe receining toꝛ the ſaid firſt offence puniſhment bythe Yuſtices, hee ſhall 
not foz the ſame offence eftſoones receiue puniſhment of the D;vinary: anp thing contained 
in this Act tothe contraty notwithſianving, 

D2onided alwaies, and bee it enacted, that ſuch oꝛnaments of the Church, and of the mini- 
ſtere thereof ſhall be retained, and be in vic,as was in this Church of England by the autho- 
rity of Parliament in the ſecond peereof the reigne of King Edward the ſixt, vntill other o2- 
det ſhall bee therein taken by authozitie of the Queenes Maieſtie, with the aduice of her 
Commiſſioners , appointed and aithoziſed vnder the great Seale of England foꝛ cauſes Ec⸗ 
cleſiaſticall, oz of the Metropolitane of this Realme. And allo that it there ſhall happen any 
contempt oꝛ irreuerence to be ved in the Ceremeonies oꝛ Rites of the Church, by the milu⸗ 
ſing of the ozders appointed in this Booke, the Queenes Maieſtie may by the like aduice of 
the (aid Commiſſioners , oz Wetropolitane, oꝛdaine and publiſh ſuch further Ceremonies oꝛ 
Rites, as map be moſi fo the aduancement of Gods glozp , the edi:ping of his Church, and 
the due reverence of Chzilts hoip myſteties and Sacraments, * 

Andbe it further enacted by the anthozity afozeſaid, that all Lawes, Statuteg, and oz» 
dinances wherein oz whrreby any other Seruice , adminifiration of Sacraments, oz com- 
mon payer is limited. eltabliſhev, 62 ſet fozth to bee vſed within this Realme, oz any otherthe 
—_— Dominions and Countrepes, ſhall from hencefo2th vtterly be voyd , and ef none 
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By the King.

Me were mooned thereby to make it Dur occaſion to diLharge ear duety which 
is the chiefeſt of all Ringly Dnettes : That ts, to ſettle the res of Religton, and 
the ſerufce of God befozethefrowne. Su Me were in hand to doe, as the 
—— of the lickeneſſe reigning in Dur Citie of London and other places, would 
permit an affembly of perſons meete foz that purpoſe; Some of thole-who milliked 
the ſtate of Religion heereeſtablifhed,p gmozeof Pur Jntents then euer Me 
gaue them cauſe to doe, and tranſpoꝛted with humour. began ſuch pzoceedings,as did 
rather rafſe a ſcandall in the Church, then take a Foz both they vſen 
Foꝛmes of pndlique ſexuing of God not here allowed, held afſemblies without Au» 
thozitle, & didother things ga very apparant ſhew of Seditton, moze then of 
Jeale: whom die reſtrafned by a foꝛmtr Pꝛoclamation in the monethof Otober laſt, 
aud gaue intimation ofthe Conkerence ce intended to bie had with as much ſpeede 
as conuentently could be, foz the oꝛdering of thoſe things of the Church. which ac» 
cozdingly followed in the moneth of lanuary laſt at our Honour of Hampron Contt, 
where befoze Dur Selfe, and Dur ]I:fute Countel were aſſembled many of the gra 
neit Biſhops and of the Kealme, and manp other learned men, aſwell of 
thoſe that are madle to the ſtate of the Church d, as of thoſe that 
diſſented. Among whom what Dur paines were, what ce in hearing 
and replying , and what the indifferencle and vp:ightnelle of Dur iudgement in 
determining, Me leaue to the repoꝛt of thoſe who heard the Came , contenting one 
Selfe with the ſinceritie of Dur owne heart therein. But e cannot conceale,that 
the ſucceſſe of that Conference was (1 happeneth to many other things, which 
mooning great expectation befoze they be entred into, in their flue pꝛoduce (mall 
effects, Foꝛ Wee found mightie and vehement Inkoꝛmations ſuppozted with co 
weake and lender pꝛoofes, as it appeateth vnto Us and our Councell, that there 
was no cauſe why any change ſhould haue been at all in that which was moſt im · 
pugned, the Booke of Common Pꝛaper, containng the fꝛome of the publike Ser · 
nice of God here eſtabliſhed, neither inthe doctttne which appeared to be ſincere, noꝛ 
in the Fozmes and Rites which were fuſtified out of the piactiſe of the Pztmitine 
Church. Notwithſtanding , elle thought mecte, with conſent of the Biſhops and 
other learned men there pꝛeſent, That (ome ſmall things might rather be explas 
ned then changed, not that the ſame might not very well haue been bozne with by 
men, who would haue made a reaſonable conſtruction of them: but foz of that in a 


matter concerning the Seruice of God Me * aa 
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luque Fo:me thereof Gould be free not onely from blame, but from ſuſpicion, fo as 
nether the common Aductſary ſhoald haur aduantage to weſt ought thertin con · 
taincd, to other lenſe then the Church of England intendeth, noi any troubleſome 
O2 om perſon of this Church bee able to take the lealt occaſion of cavillagainit 
it: And foz that purpoſe gauc» tozth Dur Commillton vnder Dur great Sealc of 
England, to the Archbichop of Canterbury and others 3 accozding to the fozme 
wölch the Lawes of this Realme in like caſe pꝛeſtribed to be vled, to make 12

ſald Explanation, and to cauſe the whole Beoke of Common Paper, witht 
ſame Explanattone, to be newly pztnted.TAdbich being now done, and cftabliſhed 
new alter ſo lexious a deliberatlon, although Ice doubt not, but all Dur Subiccts 
bath Mtutſtecs and others, will recetne the ſame with ſuch reuerence as appertain ; 
eth, and confozme themſelues thereuntoeucry man in that which him concerncth; 
oY haue ue t it neceſſary, to make knowen by Pzoclamation Dur authoziz» 
ig of the ſame, And to require and entoyne all men, al well Eccleſiaſticall as Tem- 
— , to — themitines vnto it, and co the pꝛactiſe thereof,as the onely pub» 
ique fozme of ſerutng of God, cſtabliched and allowed to be in this Realme. And the 
rather, koʒ that all the learned men who were there pꝛeſent, alwell ofthe Biſhops as o · 
thers, pzomiledt confecunityin the pꝛactiſe of tt,onely making ſuft to Us , that 
ſome fen might bet bozne with foz a time. 

TAhirefoze We require all Archbifhops , Biſhops, and all other publique Mint - 
ſters, aſwell Eccleſiaſticall as Ciulll, to doe theilt duettes in canfing the lame to be 
obeyed, and in 1 theoffenders accoꝛding to the Lawes of the Realme hereto» 
foze eſtabliſhed,foz the authoztzing of the ſatd Booke of Common Pzayer. Andie 
thinke it alſo neceſſary , that the ſayd Archbi&ops and Bi dot each of them 
fn his Pꝛouince and Dfocelſe take 02der , That euery pariſh do pzocure to theim- 
ſelues within ſich time as 2 thtuke good to limit, one of the ſald Bookes ſo 
explaned. Aud laſt of all, Doe admoniſt all men, that hereafter they hall not 
expett 1 any further alteratfon in the Common and ue fozme of 
Gods Serulte, from this which le now eltabliHed,foz that neither wil Me glue way 
to any to pꝛeſume, that Dur owne ludgement bauing determined in amatter of this 
weigdt, chall be ſwayed to alteratfon by the ftiublous ſuggeſtlons of any light 
ſyirit: neither are Met ignoꝛant of the inconuententes that doe ariſe in Gouerne⸗ 
ment, by admitting innonatton in things once (ctled by mature delſberatien: And 
how neceflary it is to vſe conſtaucle in the vpholding of the publique determinations 
of States,foz that ſich is the vnquſetneſſe and vnſcdfaſineſſe of Come diſpoſitions, 
affecting tuery yeere new foꝛmes of things, as, it they could bee followed in their vn · 
tonſtantit, would make all actions of States tiditulous and contemptible: whereas 
the ſteadfaſt mai:taining of things by good aduice eſteabliched, fsthe weale of alt 
Common-wealths.

pere was neuer any thing by the wit of man ſa 
well dcuiſed, o2 ſo ſure eſtabliſhed, which in con · 
tinuance of time hach not been coxrupted : as (a« 
mong other things) it map plainly appeare by 
the Common pꝛapers in the Church, commorip 
e called Diuine ſeruice. The firſt ozigmall ary 
ground whereof if a man would ſearch out by the ancient fathers, 
hee ſhall finde that the ſame was not oꝛdained but of a good pur- 
poſe, and fo2 a great aduancement of godlineſſe. Foz they ſo o. 
dered the matter, that the whole Bible (oz the greateſt part there⸗ 
of) ould be read ouer once in the pere: intending ther by, that the 
Clergp, and ſpecially ſuch as were Piniſters of the congregation, 
{hould(by ofcen reading and meditation of Gods woꝛd) bee ſtirred 
vp to xodlinelſe themſelues, and be moze able to exhoꝛt others by 
wholelome doctrine; and to confute them, chat were aduerſaries to - 
the truech, And further, that che people, by dayly hearing of holy 
Scripture read inthe Church, (ould continually pꝛoſit moze and 
moꝛe in the knowledge of God, and bee the moze inflamed with the 
loue of his true religion. But theſe many peeres paſſed; this god⸗ 
ly and decent ozder of che auncient fathers hath been ſo altered, bꝛo⸗ 
ken, and ne glected, by plantin g in vncertaine Stozies, Legends, 
Reſponds,Uerſes,vaine repetitions, Commemozations, and Sp⸗ 
nodals, that commonly when any booke of the Bible was begunne, 
be loze thꝛee oꝛ foure Chapters were read out, all the reſt were vn- 
read. And in this ſozt, the booke of Eſai was begin in Aduent, 
and the booke of Geneſis in Septuageſima': but they were onelp 
begun, and neuer read though. After a like ſozt were other books 
ofholy Scripture vſed. And mozeouer , whereas S. Paul would 
haue ſuch language ſpoken to the people inthe Church, as they 
might vnderſtand and haue p2ofit by hearing the ſame: the ſer- 
uice in this Church of England ( theſe many peeres) hath been 
read in Latine to the pesple, which they vnderſtood not: ſo that 
they baue heard with their eares onely, and their heart, ſpiric, and 
minde haue not been ediſied thereby. And furthermoze , notwith⸗ 
ſtanding that the ancient fathers haue diuided the Pſalmes into 
ſeuen poztions, whereokeuery one * called a Nocturne: now 
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of. late time a fem of. them haue beene dayly ſayd, and oft repeated, 
te dttertp omttted. Moreeuer, the number and hard nelle 
of che rules called the Pie, and the manifold changings of the ſer⸗ 
uice was the cauſe, chat to tutne the booke onely was ſo hard and in» 
tricate a matter, that many times there was moze buſineſſe to finde 
out what ſhould be read then to reade it when it was found out. 
Thele inconueniences theretoze conſidered, here is ſer fo2th ſuch 
an oꝛder, whereby the ſame (ball be redzeſſed. And fox a readineſſe in 
this matter, here is dꝛawen out a Kalender foz that purpoſe , which 
is plaine and eaſie to be vnderſtanded, wherein (ſo much as map be) 
the reading of holy Scriptures is lo ſet fozth, that all things ſhall be 
done in ozder, without bzeaking one piece thereoffrom another. Foz 
this caule bee cut off Anthemes, Riſpondes,Juuitacoztes, and ſuch 
like things as did bꝛeake the continuall courſe of the reading of the 
Dcripcure.. Pet becauſe there is no remedie , but that of necellitie 
there muſt be ſome rules, therefoze certaine rules are here ſet kozth, 
which as they be few in number, lo they bee plaine and eafie to bee

niovious,hoth koz the ſhozeneſle thereof, and fo2 the plaineneſſe of the 
oder, and e fem aud ral e. Furthermoze, by this 
oper. the Curates ſhallneede none other Bookes fo) their publique 


ſetuice, but this booke and the Bible. By the meanes whereof, the 
people ſhall not bee at ſo great charges foz bookes, as in times paſt 
they haue beene. Sh | 

Im where heretofoze there hath beene great diuerſitie in laying 
and linging iu Churches within chis Nealme, ſome follotving Sa- 
rilbuxie uſe ; ſome Herefozd vie; ſome the vſeof Bangor, ſome of 
Yozke , and (ome of Lincolke ; now from heticefoth all che whole 
Nealme ſhall haue but one vſe. And if any will iudge this way 
moze painefull, becauſe that all things muſt be read vpon the booke, 
whereas befoje by the reaſon of ſo often repetition; thep could ſay 

| a many 
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many things by heart: Ik thoſe men will weigh their labour, with 
the pꝛolit and knowledge, which daply they ſhall attaine by reading 
vpon the booke, they will not refuſe the paine, in conſideration of the 
great p2ofic that ſhall enſue thereok. 

And fozaſmuch as nothing can almoſt bee ſoplainely ſet foo2th, 
but doubts may riſe in the vle and pꝛactiſe of the lame: To appeaſe 
all ſuch diuerſity , ( if any ariſe ) and fo2 the reſolution of all doubts 
concerning the maner how to vnderſtand, doe, & execute the things 
contained in this booke : The parties that ſo doubt, oz diuerſly take 
any thing, wall alway reſozt to the Biſhop of the Dioceſle, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall take ozder fo2 the quieting and appeaſing of the 
ſame , ſo that che ſame oꝛder bee not contrarpco any thing contained 
in this booke. And if the Biſhop of the Disceſle bee in any doubt, 
then he may lend koz the reſolutionthereof vnto the Archbiſhop. 


"F* hongh itbe appointed in theafore written Preface,

@ wotion, and ſuch a zeale as was without knowledge , and fox 

becauſe they were winked at in the beginning, they grew vayly 
to moꝛe and moze abuſes, which not onelp koz their vnpꝛolltableneſle 
bat alſo becauſe they haue much blinded the people, and obſcuren 
| the glozp of God, are wozthy to be cut away,and cleane reiectev. 
Other there bee, which alt — they baue beenedeuiſed by man, pet it is thought good 
to relerue them ſtill, as well foz a decent ozder in the church / foz the which they were 
ſirſt deuiſed) ag becauſe they perteinets edification, whereunto al things done in the Church 
(as the Apoſtle teacheth ) ought to be referred. And although the keeping oz omitting of a 
Ceremonie in it ſelfe conſidered, is but a (mall thing: pet the wilfull any contempruous 
— , andbzeakingof a common o2der and diſcipline , is no ſmall offiuce betoʒe 
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Let all things be dene among pott, ſaith Saintp aul, in a ſeemely and due oer. The 
appointment of the which ozder pertaineth not to pziuate men :therefoze no man ought 
to take m hand, noꝛ pzeſume to appoint's2 alter any publike oz common ozver m Chꝛiſts 
Church,ercept he be lawfully called and authoziſedthereunto. 

And whereas in this our time, the mindes of men are ſo diners , that ſome thinke it a 
great mater of conſcience , to depart from a piece of the leaſt of theirCeremonies,thep 
bee ſo addicted to their old cuſtomes: nn againe on the other ſive, ſome bee ſo newfans» 
Alex, that they would innouate all things and ſa veſpiſe the old,. that nothing can like them 
but that is new : it was thought expedient, not {o much to haue reſpect how to pleaſe and 
ſatiſfte either of theſe parties. as how to pleaſe God, and pꝛoſit them both. Aud pet left any 
man ſhould be offended, whom good reaſon might latiſſie, here be certaine cauſes rendzed, 
why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome reteined and kept ill. 

Some are put away,becauſe the great exceſle and multitude of them 1 ath ſo increaſed in 
theſe latter dapes, that the burden of them was intolerable, whereof Saint Auguſtine in 
his time complained, that they were growen to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chziftian 
people was in wozle caſe, concerningthat matter, then were the Jewes. And he counſcl- 

ed, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerue quietly to doe it. 

But what would 8 Auguſtine haue ſaid, it he had teen the Ceremonies of late dayes vſcy 
among vs ? wheretnto the multitude vſed in his time was not to be compared. This our 
exceſſiue multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo darke, that they 
Vid moze confoimd and darken , then declare and ſet foꝛth Chꝛiſts benefits vnto vs. 

And belives this, Chzilts Goſpel is not a Ceremonial law (as much of Moſes Law 
was) but it is a Religion to ſerue God, not in bondage of the figure oz Havow, but in the 
kreedome of the Spirit, being content only with thoſe ceremonies, which doe ſerue to a de⸗

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Furthermoze, the mo weightie cauſe of the aboliſhment of certaine Ceremenics was, 
that they were lo karre abulen, partiy by the 828 blindnefle of the rude and 
vnlearned, and partly by the vnlatiable auarice of ſuch as ſonght moze their owne lucre, 
then the gloꝛy of God, that the abules could not well be taken i wap, the thingremaining 
ſtill, But now as concerning _thole perſons, which peraducnture wil be offendev, foz that 
ſome of the old Ceremonies arereteined fill: if they conſider that without ſome Ceremo⸗ 
nies it is not poſſible to keepe any oder, oz quiet diſcipline in the Church, they ſhal ea» 
filp perctiue iuſt caule to retozme their judgements, And if they thinke much that any of 
the ols doe remaine, and would rather haue all deuiſen anew: then ſuch men, granting 
ſome Ceremonies conuenient ta bee had, ſurely where the olve map bee well vſed, there 
they cannot reaſonably repzooue the olde, onelp foz their age, without bewzaping of their 
owne follp. Foz in ſuch a caſe , they ought rather ta haue reuerence vnts them foz their 
antiquit ie, if they will declare themlelues to be moze ſtudious of vnitie and concozd , then 
of innouations and newfanglenefle, which (as much as may bee, with the true ſettin 
foozth of Chziſts religion) is alwapes to be eſchewep. Furthermoze, ſuch ſhall haue no i 
cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerued to be offended, Foz as thoſe bee taken away which 
were molt abuſed, and did burden mens conſciences,with out — fo the other that 
remaine, are retained foz a diſcipline and oder, which (vpon iuſt cauſes) may bee altered 
and changed, and therfoze are not to be efteemep equall with Gods Law. And m9zeouer, 
thep bee neither darke noz dumbe Ceremonies, but are (o ſet fozth,that every man map 
vaderſtand whatthep doe meane , and, to what vie they doe ſexue. So that it is not like, 
that they in time to.come,ſhoula be abuſed as other hae beene. And in theſe our doings we 
condemne ns other Nations, noz-p:eſcribe any thing but to our owne people onely. Foz 
we thinke it conuenient, that enterp Countrep ſhould vſe ſuch Ceremonies, as they ſhall 
thinke belt to the letting fozoth of Gods honour aud glozp,and to the renucing of the people 
to a moſt perfect and godly lining, without errour oz luperſtition: And that they ſhould put 
away other things, which from time to time they perceine to he molt abuſed, as in mens 
oz diuances it often.chanceth diuerſly, in diners Countreys, ;

crucified. then aſſembled together the chiele Pꝛieſts 
and the Scribes,and the Elders of the people, vnto 
the palace of the high Pieft, (which was called Caia⸗ 
phas) and held a counſell, that they might take Jeſus 
by ſubtilty, and till him. But they ſaid, not on the 
Holidap, leff there be an vpꝛoze among the people. 
When Jeſus was in Bethany, inthehouſe of Si⸗ 
mon the Leper, there came vntohima woman, ha⸗ 
ning an Alabaſter boxe of pꝛecious oyntment, and 
powzed tt vpon his head as hee ſate at the board, 
But when his Diſciples ſawit , they had indigna- 
tion, ſaying, Whereto ſerueth this waſte?

Uerely J lay vnto 
zou, Whereſoeuer this Goſpel ſball be pzeached in all 
the woꝛld, there ſhall alſo this be told that ſhe hath 
done foz a memoꝛiall of 1 Then one of the twelue 
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(which was called Judas Jſcartot) went vnto the 
chiete Pꝛieſts, and ſaidvnto them, what will ye giue 
me, and J will deliuer him vnto you? And they ap- 
pointed vnto him thirty pices of ſiluer. And from that 
time foo:th , he fought oppoztunity to betray him. 
Tye firſt day of Sweete bzead,the diſciples came to 
Jeſus, ſaying to him, where wilt thou that we pꝛe⸗ 
pare foz thee to eatethe Paſſeouer:? And he ſapd, Goe 
into the City to ſuch a man, and tar vnto him, The 
Maſter ſaith, My time is at hand: J will keepe my 
Eaſter by thee with my Diſciples, And theDiſciples 
did as Jeſus had appointed them , and they'made 
ready the Paſleouer. When the Euen was come, he 
late downe with the twelue: and as they did eate he 
ſzyd, Uerely J ſay vnto you, that one of you. ſball 
betray me. And they were cxceeding ſozrowfull,and 
began euery one of them toſay vnto him, Lozd,Js it 
J: Ye anſwered and ſaid, He that dippeth his hand 
with me in the diſh, the ſame ſball betray me. The 
Sonne ok man truely goeth as it is wzitten of him: 
but woe vnto that man, by whom the Sonne ol man 
is betrayed: it had beene good foz that man it he had 
not beene bozne, Then Judas which betrayed him, 
anſwered and ſaid, Maſter,is it J? Yeſaid vntohim 
Thou haſt ſaid.. And when they wereeating , Jeſus 
tooke bꝛead, and when he had giuen thanks, he bzake 
it, and gaue it to his diſciples, and laid, Take, eat, this 
is my body. And he tooke the cup, and thanked, and 
gaue it to them, ſaping. Dꝛinke pe allof this: foxthis 
is my blood (which is of the New CTeſtament) that is 
ſbed fox many foz the remiſſion of cinnes, But J ſay 
vnto you, J will not dzinke hencefoozth of this 
fruit ofthe Uine-tree , vntill that day when J ſhall 
d:inke it new with you in my Fathers Kinadome. 
And when they had ſapd grace, they. went out vnto 
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mount Oltuet, Then ſaid Jeſus vnto them, All pee 
ſhall be offended becauſe of mee this night: foz it is 
wꝛitten, J wil (mite the Dhepheard,and the ſheepe of 
the flocke ſhal be ſcattered abzoad: but after J am riſen 
againe, J will goe befsze you into Galilee, Peter an- 
ſwered and ſaid vnto him, Though all men be offen- 
dedbecauſe ok thee, yet will not J be offended, Jefus 
ſatd vnto him, Uerely J ſay vnto thee, that in this 
ſame night beloꝛe the Cocke crow, thou ſhalt deny me 
thꝛice. Peter ſaid vnto him, yea, though J ſhould die 
with thee, yet will J not deny thee. Likewiſe alſo ſaid 
all the diſciples, Tien came Jeſus with them vnto a 
Farmeplace(which is called Gethſemane) and laid vn⸗ 
tothe dilciples. Sit pe here, while J go and pꝛay pon- 
der. And he tooke with him Peter, and the two ſonnes 
ol Zebedee, and began to ware ſozrowtull and heauy. 
Then ſaid Jeſus vnto them, My ſoule is heaup, euen 
vnto the death: tary ye here and watch with me. And 
he went a little further. fell flat on his face and pꝛap⸗ 
ed, ſaying, O my father, if it be poſſivle, let this cup 
paſſe fromme:neuertheleſſe,not as J will, but as thou 
wilt. And he came vnto the diſciples and kound them 
alleepe, and ſaid vnto Peter, What, could ye not watch 
with me one houre? Match and pꝛap, that ve enter not 
into temptation: The ſpirit is willing, but the fleſb is 
weake. Ye went away once againe, and pꝛaped, ſay- 
ing, O mp Father, it this cup may not paſle away 
krom me, except J dꝛinke okit, thy will be fulfilled, 
And he came and found them aſleepe againe, koꝛ their 
eyes were heauy. And he lelt them, and went a- 
gaine, and pzayed the third time, laping the ſame 
woꝛds. Then commeth he to his diſciples , and ſayd 
vnto them, Sleepe on now, and tanke your reſt, Be- 
hold, the houre is at hand, and the Sonne ok man is 
betraped into the hands ol 1 Nile, let vs be go 
. 2 
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ing. behold;he is at hand that doth betray me. While 
he yet ſpake , loe , Judas, one of the number of the 
twelue, came, and with him a great multitude with 
ſwoꝛds and ſtaues , ſent ſrom the chiete Pꝛieſts and 
Elders of the people: but he that betrayed him gaue 
them atoken, ſaying , 1homſoeuerJ kiſle, the ſame 
is he. hold him faſt, And koozthwith hee came to Je- 
ſus, and ſaid , Haile maſter, and ki ſſed him. And Je⸗ 
ſus ſaid vnto him, Friend, wherekoꝛe art thou come: 
Then came they, and laid hands on Jeſus, and tooke 
him. And behold, one ol them which were with Je- 
ſus, ſtretched out his hand, and dꝛew his woꝛd, and 
ſtrooke a ſeruant of the high Pꝛieſt. and ſmote off his 
eare, Then ſaid Jeſus vnto him, Put vp thy Cwozd 
into the ſheath : foz ali they that take the ſwozd , ſbail 
perilb with theſwo2d, Thinkeſt thou that J cannot 
now pꝛay to my Father, and he ſhall giue me euen 
now moze then twelue legions of Angels? But how 
then ſhall the Scriptures be fulfilled ? Foz thus muſt 
it be, Jn that ſame Houre ſayd Jeſus tothe multi⸗ 
tude, Pee bee come out as it were toa thiefke, with 
ſwoꝛds and ſtates foz to take me. J ſate dayly with 
vou teaching in the Temple, and pee tooke me not, 
But all this was done, that the Scriptures of the 

Pꝛophets might be fulfilled ? Then all the Diſciples 
foꝛcooke him, and fled, Andtheytooke Jeſus, and led 
him to Cataphas the high Pꝛieſt. where the Scribes 
and the Elders were aſſembled. But Peter followed 
him afarre off vnto the high Pzieſts Palace, and 
went in, and fate with the ſeruants to ſee the end, 
The chiete Pꝛieſts and Elders, and all the Coun- 
ſell ſought falſe witneſſe againſt Jeſus, fo2 to put 
him to death,but found none: pea, when many falſe 
witneſſes came, pet found they none. At the laſt came 
two falle witneſſes, and ſaid, This kellow ſayd, J =» 
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able to deſtroy the Temple of God, and to build it a⸗ 
game in thzee dapes. And the chiefe Pꝛieſt aroſe,and 
ſaid vnto him, Anſwereſt thou nothing? Why doe 
theſe beare witneſſe againſt thee? But Jeſus held 
his peace. And the chiele Pꝛieſt ant wered, and ſaid 
vnto him, I charge thee by the liuing God. that thou 
tell vs whether thou bes Chꝛiſt the Donne of God. 
Jeſus ſayde vnto him, Thou haſt ſayd. Neuerthe- 
leſſe J ſay vnto you, Yeareafter ſball pee ſee the 
Sonne of man ſitting on the right hand of power, 
and comming in the cloudes of the ſkie, Then the 
high Pꝛieſt rent his clothes, ſaying , Ye hath ſpoken 
blaſphemy, what neede wee of any moze witneſleg: 
Behold, now pee haue heard his blaſphemy, what 
thinke ye? They anſwered andſaid, Ye is wozthy 
to die, Then they ſpit in his face, and bulfeted 
him with ffs. And others ſmote him on the late 
with the palme ol their hands, ſaying, Tell vs, thou 
Chaitt, who is he that ſmote thee ? Peter ſate with⸗ 
out in the Court, and a Damoſell came to him, ſay- 
ing, Thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Galilee, But he 
denied befoze them all, ſaying, J wotenot what theu 
ſayeſt. hen he was gone out into the Poꝛch, ano- 
ther wench ſaw him, and laid vntothem that were 
there, This fellow alſo was with Jeſus of Naza-= 
reth. And againe he denyed with an oath, ſaying. J 
doe not know the man. After a while came vnto 
him they that ſtood by and ſaid vnto Peter. Sureip 
thou art euen one ot them, foz thy ſpecch bewzar eth 
thee, Then began hee to curſe and to [weare, 
that hee knew not the man. And immediati the 
Cocke crew. And Peter remembered the woꝛd of Je- 
ſus which aid vato him, Befoze the Cocke crowe, 
thou ſhalt deny me thzice : and hee went out, and 
wept bitterly, a itt was come, 4 
3 L 


Sunday next before Eaſter. 


chiefe Pꝛieſts and Elders ol the people held a counſell 
againit Jeſus to put him to death, and bzought him 
bound, a deliuered him vnto Pontius Pilate the De- 
puty. Then Judas which had betraped htm (ſeeing 
that he was condemned) repented himſelke, a bꝛought 
againe the thirty plates of ſiluer to the chteke Pꝛieſts 
and Clderz,ſaying, J haue ſinned, betraying the inno⸗ 
cent blood. And they ſaid, Mhat is that to vs? ſee thou 
to that. And he caſt down the ſiluer plates in the Tem- 
ple, and departed, and went and hanged himſelfe. And 
the chiefe Pꝛielts tooke the ſiluer plates, and ſaid, Jt 
is not la wlull foz to put them into the treaſury, be⸗ 
cauſe it is the pꝛice of blood. And they tooke counſatle, 
and bought with them a potters field to bury ſtran⸗ 
gersin.UWheretoze the ſield is called Acheldama, that 
is, che field ol blood, vntill thispay. Then was ful- 
filled that which was ſpoken by Jeremy the Pꝛophet 
ſaying, And they tooke thirty ſiluer plates, the pꝛice of 
him that was valued, whom they bought of the chil⸗ 
dzen of Jſrael, and gaue them koꝛ the potters ficld, as 
the Loꝛd appointed me. Jeſus ſtood befoze the Depu⸗ 
ty, andthe Deputy aſked him, ſaying , Art thou the 
Bing ofthe Jewes? Jeſus ſaid vnto him, Thou ſapeſt. 
And when he was accuſed of the chiefe Pꝛieſts a El- 
ders, he anſwered nothing. Then ſaid Pilate vnto 
him, Deareſt thou not how many witneſles they lay 
againſt thee? And he anſwered him to neuer a woꝛd, 
inſomuch that the Deputy maructied greatly, At 
that keaſt the Deputy was wont to deliuer vnto the 
people a pꝛiſoner whom they would deſire. Ye had 
then a notable Pꝛiſoner called Barabbas.Therefoze 
when they were gathered together, Pilate ſaid ndhe- 
ther will ye that J giue looſe vnto you, Barabbas, 
o2 Jeſus which is called Chꝛiſt? Fox hee knew that 
fo2 enuy they had deliuered him. when hee _ 
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 Cet downe to giue Judgement, his wike ſent vnto 
him ſaying, Haue thou nothing to doe with that iuſt 
man, foz J haue ſuffered this day many things in 
my lleepe becauſe of him. But the chiele Pꝛieſts and 
Elders perſwaded the people that they ſbould aſke 
Barabbas,and deſtroy Jeſus, The deputy anſwered, 
and laid vnto them, Whether of the twatne will pe 
that J letlooſe vatoyou? They ſaid, Barrabbas. 

tlate ſaid vnto them, what ſball J doe then with 
Jeſus, which is called Chziſt? They all ſaid vnto 
him, Let him be crucified. The Deputy ſaid, What 
euill hath he done? But they cryed the moꝛe, ſaying, 
Let him be crucified, ne hen Pilate ſaw that he could 
pꝛeuaile nothing, but that moze buſineſle was made, 
he tooke water, and walbed his hands betfoze the peo⸗ 
ple, ſaying, J am innocent of the blood ot this tuft 
perſon, ſee ye, Then anſwered all the people and ſaid. 
His blood be on vs and on our childzen. Then let he 
Barabbas looſe vnto them, and ſcourged Jeſus , and 
deliuered him to be crucified. Then the fouldiers of 
the Deputy tooke Jefus into the Common hall, and 
gathered vnto him all the company, and they ripped 
him, and put on him a purple robe, and platted a 
Crowne ofthoznes,and put it vpon his head, anda 
reede in his right hand, and bowed the knee befoze 
him, and mocked him, ſaying , Haile King of the 
Jewes.And when they had ſpit vpon him, they tooke 
the reede, and ſmote him on the head, and alter that 
they had mocked him, they tooke the robe off him a= 
gaine, and put his owne rayment on him, and led him 
away to crucifie him. And as they came out, they 
found a man ok Cyzene, named Simon, him they 
compelled to beare his croſſe. And they came vnto the 
place which is called Golgotha, (that is to ſay , a place 
of dead mens ſkuls) and ou him vineger 1 
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with gall to dꝛinne. And when he had taſked thereof, 
he would not dꝛinke. When they had crucified him, 
they parted his garments, and did caſt lots, that it 
might bee fulfilled which was ſpoken by the Pꝛophet, 
They parted my garments among them, and vpon 
my veſture did they cat lots. And they tate and wat⸗ 
ched him there, and ſet vp ou er his head the cauſe of 
his death wzitten, This is IES VS, the King of the 
lewes. Then were there two theeues crucifiied with 
him, one on the right hand, and the other on the left. 
They that palled by, reuiled him, wagging their 
heads, and ſaying. Thou that deſtropedſt the Temple 
of God, and diddeft build it in thꝛee dayes, caue thy 
ſeife, Ik thou be the Donne of G OD , come downe 
from the croſſe. Likewiſe alſo the high Pꝛieſts moc⸗ 
king him with the Scribes and Elders, ſaid, He laued 
other, him ſelfe he cannot ſaue. It hee bee the King of 
Iſrael, let him now come downe from the croſſe. and 
we will beleeue him. He truſted in God, let him deli⸗ 
uer him now, if he will haue him: foꝛ hee lapd, Jam 
the Sonne ol God. The theeues alſo which were cru⸗ 
ciſied with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. From 
the ſixt houre was there darkeneſſe ouer all the land, 
vatill the ninth houre. And about the muth houre 
Jeſus cryed with a loud vayce. ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſa- 
bachthani, that is to ſay, My God, mp God, why halt 
thou foꝛſaken mee? Some of them that ſtood there, 
when they heard that, ſayd, This man calleth foz 
Elias. And ſtraight way one of them ranne and toolie 
a ſpunge. and when hee hadfilled it full of vineger, hee 
put it on a reede, and gaue him to dinke. Other ſaid, 
Let bee, let vs ſee whether Elias will come and deli⸗ 
yer him, Jeſus when hee had cryed againe with a 
lowdvoyce, yeelded vp the Ghoſt, And behold, the 
bayle of the Temple did rent in two parts from — 
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top tothe bottgne , and the earth did quake, and the 
ſtones rent, qd graves did open, and many bodies of 
Saints which ſlept arole, and went out ofthe graues 
alter his reſurrection, and came into the holy Citie, 
and appeared vnto many. ohen the Centurion, and 
they that were with him watching Jeſus, ſaw the 
earthquake, and thole things which happened, they 
feared greatly, ſaying, Cruely this was the Sonne 
of GOD, And many women were there beholding 
him alarre off, which followed Jeſus from Galilee, 
miniſtring vnto him: among which was Mary 
Magdalene, and Marp the mother of James and 
Joſes, and the mother of Zebedees childꝛen.

Hat is hee this that commeth from C-

PLD am he that teacheth righteoulneſſe, and 
am ot power to helpe.

IJ haue troden the pꝛeſſe my ſelke alone, and 
of ail people there is not one with me. Thus will J 
tread downe mine enemies in my wꝛath, and ſet my 
keete vpon them in mine indignation, and their blood 
ſhall beſpꝛing my clothes, and ſo will J ſtaine all mp 
rayment, Foꝛ the dap of vengeance is aſſigned in my 
heart, and the peere when my people {ball bee deliue⸗ 
red is come,, J looked about me, and there was no 
man to ſhew mee any helpe. J marueiled that no 
man held mee vp. Then J held mee by mine owne 
arme, and my feruentueſſe ſuſtained mee. And thus 
will J tread downe the people in my wꝛath, and — 
em 
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them in my diſpleaſure , aud vpon the earth will J 


lay their ſtrength. J will declare theYgodneſleof the 
Lozd,yea,and the pꝛapſe of the Loʒd, Az all that hee 
hath giuen vs, foꝛ the great good that hee hath done 
foz Jſrael, which hee hath giuen them of his owne 
fauour, and accoꝛding to the multitude ol his louing 
kindneſle.

And Judas 
Iſcariot, one of the twelue, went away vnto the high 
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Pꝛieſts, to betray him vnto them. ohen they heard 
that, they were glad, and p2omiſed that they would 
gie him money, And he ſought how hee might con ; 
uentently betray him. And the firſt day of ſweet bread 
(when they offered the Paſſeouer ) his diſciples ſayd 
vnto him, where wilt thou that wee goe and pꝛepare, 
that thou mayeſt eat the Paſſeouer? And helent fozth 
two of his diſciples,and ſayd vnto them, Goe pee into 
tye Citie, and there ſhall meete pou a man bearing a 
pitcher of water, follow him. And whitherloeuer he 
goeth in, ſay pee vnto the goodman of the houſe , The 
Malter (ayeth, where is the gueſt Chamber, where 
I chall eate the Paſſeeuer with my diſciples ? And he 
wil ſhe w you a great Parloz payed and pꝛepared, there 
make ready foz vs. And his diſctples went foozth, 
and came into the Citie, and tound as he had ſaid vn⸗ 
tothem, and they made ready the Paſleouer, And 
when it was now euentide, he came with the twelue 
andas they ſate at board, and did eate, Jeſus ſapd, 
Uerilp, A ſay vnto pou, one of pou (thateateth with 
me) chali betray mee. Andthey beganne to bee ſozie, 
and to ſay to him one by one, Js it J? And another 
ſayd, Js it J:? He anſwered andſaid vnto them. It 
is one oi the t welue, euen hee that dippeth with mee 
in the platter.

And there followed him a cer- 
taine vong man clothed in linnen vvon the bare, and 
the young men caught him, and hee left his linnen

> $22 heldacounſell with the Clders, and the 
\=x Dcribes and the whole Congregation, 
amd bound Jeſus,andled him away,and 
es deliuered him to Pilate, And Pilate aſ- 

ked him, Art thou the King of the Jewes? And hee 
anſwered, and ſaid vnto him, Thou ſayeft it. And 
the high Pzteſts accuſed him of many things. So 
Pilate aſked him againe, ſaying, Anfwereſt thou 
nothing: Behold how many things they lay — thy 
charge. 
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charge. Jeſuganſwered yet nothing. ſothat Pilate 
maruetled, At that feaſt Pilate deliuered vnto them 
a pʒiſoner, whomſoeuer they would deſire. And there 
was one that was named Barabbas , which lap 
bound with them that made inſurrection : hee had 
committed murder. And the people called vnto him, 
and began to deſire him that hee would doe accoꝛding 
as hee had euer done vnto them, Pilate anſwered 
them, ſaying, Will yee that Jlet looſe vnto pouthe 
King ofthe Jewes ? fox he knewthat the high Pꝛieſts 
had deltuered him of enuy.

And lo Pilate willing to content the 
people, let looſe Barabbas vnto them, and deliuered 
vp Jeſus (when he had ſcourged him) foz to bee cruci⸗ 
fied. And the ſouldiers led him away into the Com- 
mon hall, and called together the whole multitude, 
Ind they clothed him with purple, and they platted 
acrowne of thoꝛnes, and crowned him withall, and 
began to ſalute him, Haile King of the Jewes.

And they crucified 
with him two theeues , the one on the right hand, 
and the other on the left: And the Scripture was 
tullilled, which ſayeth, Yee was counted among the 
wicked. And they that went by, rayled on him, wag⸗ 
ging their heads, and ſaying; Ah wꝛetch, thou that de- 
ſtropeſt the Temple, and butldeſt it againe in thꝛee 
dayes, ſaue thy ſelte, and come do wne from the croſſe.

Foꝛ the Teſta- 
n ment taketh authozity when men are 
dead. Foꝛ it is vet ot noe value as long 
as he that maketh the Teſtament is aliue. Foz which 
cauſe alſo neither the firſf Teſtament was oꝛdained 
without blood. Foz when Moſes had declared all the 
Commandements to all the people accozding to the 
Law. hee tooke the blood of calues and of goats, with 
water and purple wooll, and Hyſope , and ſpzinckled 
both the Boone and all the people x ſaying, . —

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eſtament, there muſtalſo Heb,o.rs 
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the blood of the 'Teſjament, which God hath appoin- 
tedbntoyou, MWozeoucr,he ſpzinkled the Tabernacle 
with blood alſo, andallthe miniſtring veſfels, And 
almoſt all things are by the Law purged with blood, 
and without ſhedding of blood is no remiſſion, It is 
neede then that the fimilitudes of Heauenly things 
beepurified with ſuch things, but that the heauenly 
things themſelues bee purified with better ſacrifices 
then are thoſe, Foz Chzilt is not entred into the holy 
places that are made with hands (which are limili- 
tudes of true things) but is entred into very heauen, 
fo to appeare now in the light of God fox vs: not to 
offer himtelfe often. as the high Pꝛieſt entreth into the 
holy place euery yeere with range blood ( foz then 
hee mult haue often fulfered ſince the Wozld began) 
but now in the ende of the wo2ld hath Hee appeared 
once to put ſinne to flight, by the offering vpok him⸗ 
leite. Andas it is appoynted vnto all men that they 
ſhall once die, and then commeth the iudgement: euen 
ſo Chꝛiſt was once offered , to take away the ſinnes of 
many, and vnto them that looke fo him, ſhall hee ap⸗ 
peare againe without ſinne vnto ſaluatton.

When ther 
which were about him ſaw what would follow, they 
ſaid vnto him, Loꝛd, ſhall wee ſmite with the ſwozd 7 
and one of them ſmote a ſeruant of the high Pꝛieſtg, 
and ftrooke off his right eare. Jeſus anſwered, and 
ſayd, Suffer ye thus karre foozth, And when hee tou- 
ched his eare, hee healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid vnto 
the high Pꝛieſts and rulers of the Temple, and the 
Elders which were come to him, Pee bee come out as 
vnto a thiete with ſwozds and ſtaues. When A was 
dayly with you in the Temple, ve ſtretehed looꝛth no 
hands againſt mee: but this is euen pour very houre, 
and the power of darkneſſe. Then tooke they him. and 
led him, and bzought him to the high Pꝛieſts Houſe, 
But Peter followed afarre off. And when they had 
kindled a fire in the mids of the Palace, and were ſet 
downe together, Peter allo ſate downe among them. 
But when one of the wenches beheld him as hee 
ſate by the fire, and looked vpon him, ſbee ſaid, This 
ſame fellow was alſo with him. And hee denied him. 
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ſaying, Woman, I know him not. And after a little 
while another ſaw him, and layd, Thou art alſo of 
them, and Peter ſayd, Man, Jam not. And about 
the ſpace of an houre after another affirmed, ſaying, 
Uerily this fellow was with him allo, foꝛ hee is of 
Galilee. And Peter ſaid, Wan, J wot not what thou 
ſayeft, And immediately while he yet ſpake,the Cocke 
crew. Aud the Loꝛd turned backe, and looked vpon 
Peter, and Peter remembzed the wozd of the Lozd, 
how hee had ſayd vnto him, Bekoze the Cocke crow 
thou ſhalt denie me thꝛice: and Peter went out and 
wept bitterly. And the men that tooke Jeſus, inocked 
him, and ſ\mote him: and when they had blindfolded 
him, they trooke him on the face, and aſked him, ſay⸗ 
ing, Areade, who is he that ſmote thee? And many o⸗ 
ther things deſpitefully ſaid they againſt him. And 
aſſoone as it was day the Elders of the people, and 
the high Pꝛieſts and Dcribes came together, and led 
him into their Council, ſaying, Art thou very Chꝛiſt? 
Cell vs. And he ſayd vnto them. Jr J tell you pe will 
not beleeue mee: and if J aſke you, you will not an⸗ 
t were, noꝛ let me goe. Hereatter ſhall the Sonne of 
man ſit on the right hand of the power of God.

I His J warne you of, and commend not. 
that pee come not together after a bet⸗ 
ter manner, but after a woꝛſe. Fox firſt 
of all, when pee come together in the 
Congregation , J heare that L * 1s 
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diſſenſion among pou , and J partly beleeue it. Foz 
there muſt bee ſects among you, that they which are 
perfect among you , may be knowen. wehen ye come 
together therefoze into one place, the Lozds Snpper 
cannot bee eaten, fo2 cuery man beginneth afoze to 
eate his owne ſupper, and one ts hungry, and another 
is dzunken, Haue ye not houles to eate anddzinke in? 
Deſpiſe ye the Congregationof God, and ſhame them 
that haue not? what ſhall J ſay vntoyou ? Shall J 
pꝛaiſe vou: In this J p2aiſe you not. That which J 
deltuered vnto you , J reteiued of the Lozd, Foz the 
Loꝛd Jeſus, the ſame night in which he was betray⸗ 
ed, tooke bzead, and when hee had giuen thankes, he 
brake it, and ſaid, Take pe and eate, this is my body, 
which is bzoken foz you: This doe yee in the remem⸗ 
bꝛance ot me, Alter the ſame maner alſo he tooke the 
cup when Supper was done,ſaping, This cup is the 
New Teſtament in my blood: This doe as okt as ve 
dꝛinne it in remembzance of mee. Foz as often as pe 
ſhalleate this bzead, and dzinke of this cup, pee ſhall 
chew the Loꝛds death till hee come. nohereſoze whos 
ſoeuer chall eate ot this bꝛead, and dꝛinke ol this cup 
of the Lozd vnwoꝛthilp, {ball bee guilty of the body 
and blood ot the Loꝛd. But let a man examine him⸗ 
felfe,andſo let him eate of the bꝛead, and dzinde ol the 
cup. Foz hee that eateth and dzinketh vnwozthity, 
eateth and dꝛinketh his owne damnation, becauſe 
hee maketh no difference of the Loꝛds body. Foꝛ this 
cauſe many are ſicke and weake among you, and 
many ſleepe. Fozik wee had iudged our ſelues, wee 
ſhould not haue beene judged, .

$ He whole multitude of them aroſe, and 
led him vnto Pilate, And they began 
to accuſe him, ſaying, Wee found this 
fellow peruerting the people, and foz- 
Na bidding to pay tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, 
that hee is Chꝛiſt a Bing. And Pilate oppoſed him, 
ſaying , Art thou the King of the Jewes? Heean⸗ 
Cwered him and ſayd, Thou ſapeſt it. Then ſaid Pi⸗ 
late to the high Pꝛieſts, and to the people, J finde 
no kault inthis man. And they were the moꝛe fierce, 
ſaying, He mooueth the people, teaching throughout 
all Jury, and began at Galilee, euen to this place. 
When Pilate heard mention of Galilee, hee aſked 
whether the man were of Galilee. And aſloone as he 
knew th at he belonged vnto Herods Juriſdiction, hee 
ſent him to Berod, which was alſo at Dteruſalem at 
that time. And when Herod ſa w Jeſus , he was ex- 
teeding glad: foz he was deſirous to ſee him ot along 
ſeaſon, becauſe he had heard many things of him. and 
hee truſted to haue ſeene ſome miracles done by him. 
Then hee queſtioned with him many woꝛdes: but 
heeanſwered him nothing. The high Pzieſts and 
Dcribes ſtoode foozth, and accuſed him fraitly. 
And Herod with his men of warredeſpiſedhim, And 
when hee had mocked him, hee arayed him in white 
clothing, and ſent him againe to Pilate. And the 
ſame day Pilate and Yerod were made friends toge- 
ther: fox befoze they were at variance. And Pilate 
called together the high Pꝛieſts, andthe Rulers,and 
the people, and laid vnto them, Pee haue bought 
this man vnto mee, as one that peruerteth the peo⸗ 
ple, and behold, J exaniine him befozeyou, and inde 
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nofault in this man of thoſe things whereof pee ac= 
cuſe him, no noꝛ yet Herod. Foz I ſent you bnto him, 
and loe, nothing wozthy of death is done vnto him: 
J will therefoze chaſten him, and let him looſe, Foz 
ofneceſſity he muſt haue let one looſe to them at that 
feaſt, And all the people cryed at once, ſaping, Away 
with him, and deliuer vs Barabbas (which toz a cer⸗ 
taine inſurrection made in the Citie , and foz a mur⸗ 
der, was caſt into pꝛiſon.) Pilate ſpake againe vnto 
them, willing to let Jeſus looſe, But they cryed.ſay= 
ing, Crucifie him, crucifie him. Mee ſaid vnto them 
the third time, What euill hath Hee done? A nde no 
tcauſe ot death in him: J will therefoze chaſten him, 
and let him goe. And they cryed with io wd voyces,re- 
quiring that he might be crucified, And the voytes of 
them and ok the high Pꝛieſts pꝛeuailed. And Pilate 
gaue ſentence that it ſhould be as they required: and 
he let looſe vnto them him that koꝛ inſurrection and 
murder was caſt into pꝛiton wyoin they had deſired, 
And he deliuered vnto them Jesus. ie with him 
what they would, And as tyey id hem a wap, they 
caught one Simon of Cyꝛene comming out of rhe 
field, and on him layd they the Crofle , that hee n ht 
beare it after Jeſus, And there followed him a great 
company of people, and of women, which bewayied 
and lamented him. Bat Jeſus turned backe vnto 
them, and ſaid, Pe daughters of Jeruſalem , weepe 
not foꝛ mee. but weepe foz your lelues, and fox your 
childzen: Foz behold, the dapes will come, in the 
which they ſhall ſay , Yappy are the barren, and the 
wombcs that neuer bare, andthe paps which neuer 
gaue ſucke, Then {ball they begin to ſay to the moun⸗ 
taines, fall cn vs: and to the hilles, couer vs. Foꝛ it 
they doe this in a greene tree, what ſball be done in the 


die? Andthere were two euill doers ledde with hir, 
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to bee Haine. And after that they were come to the 
lace which is called Caluaric , there they crucified 
im, and the euill doers, one on the right hand, and 
the other on the left, Then ſaid Jeſus, Father, foz- 
giue them: fo: they wot not what they doe. And they 
parted his ratment,and caſt lots: and the people ſtood 
and beheld, And the rulers mocked him with them, 
ſaying, He ſaued other men, let him laue himſelfe , if 
hee be very Chꝛiſt the choſen of God. The louidiers 
alſo mocked him, and came and offered him vineger, 
and caid, It thou be the King of the Jewes, ſaue thy 
ſelfe. Anda ſuperſcription was written ouer Him with 
letters of Greeke , Latine, and Yebzew, This is 
the King of the Iewes. And one of the eutll doers 
which were Hanged, rapled on him, ſaping, Jfthou 
be Chꝛiſt caue thy ſelte and vs. But the other anſwe- 
red. rxebuked him, ſaying , Feareſt not thou God, ſee- 
ing thou art inthe ſame damnation? Mee are righte⸗ 
ouſly punilhed,foz we receiue accozding to our deedes: 
but this man hath done nothing amiſſe. And he ſayd 
vnto Jeſus, Lozd, remember mee when thou com⸗ 
melt intothy Kingdome, And Jeſus ſayd vnto him, 
Uerely J ſay vnto thee, Today ſbalt thou be with me 
tn Paradiſe, And it was about the ſixt houre: and 
there was a darkeneſſe ouer all the earth, vntill the 
ninth houre,and the Sun was darkened, a the vaile 
ofthe Temple did rent euen thozow rhe middes, And 
when Jeſus had cried with a lowd vopce, hee ſayd 
Father, intothy hands J commend my Spirit. And 
when hee had thus ſatd, he gaue vp the ghoſt, When 
the Centurion ſaw what had happened, hee glozified 
God, ſaying,Uerely this was a righteous man. And 
all the people that came together to that fight, and 
ſaw the things which had happened, ſmote their 
bꝛeaſts, and returned. And all his acquaintance, 2 
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the women that followed him from Galilee, ſtood a⸗ 
farre off, beholdingtheſe things. And behold , there 
was a man named Joſeph, a counſeller , and he was 
à good man and a iuſt: the ſame had not conſented to 
the counſell and deede of them. which was of Arima⸗ 
thea. a city of the Jewes, which ſame alſo waited fo? 
the ningdome of God: he went vnto Pilate, and beg- 
ed the body of Jeſus,and tooke it downe,and wꝛapped 
it in a linnen cloth, and laid it in a Sepulchze, that 
was hewen in ſtone wherein neuer man befoze had 
beene layed. And that day was the pꝛeparing of the 
Sabboth, and the Sabbothdzew on, The women 
that followed after, which had come with him from 
Galilee, beheld the Sepulchꝛe and how his body was. 


laid. And they returned, and pꝛepared ſweet odours, 


and oyntments: but reſted on the Sabboth day accoz- 
ding tothe Commandement,

e Law (which hath but a ſhadow of 
(22 [WD} good things to come, and not the very 
{VZ)| [SE taſbion of things themſeltes) can ne- 

5 uer with thoſe [arrifices , which they of- 
s ler yeere by yeere continually, make the 
commers thereunto perfect. Foꝛ would not then thoſe 
ſacrifices haue ceaſed to haue beene offered, becauſe 
that the officers once purged , ſbould haue had no 
mote conſcienceof ſinnes 7 Neuerthelelle, in thoſe ſa- 
crifices is there mention made of ſinnes euery peere. 
Foz the blood. oforen and goats cannot take away 
linnes, Whereloze when he commeth into the wozld, 
he ſaith, Sacrifice and offering thou wouldeſt not 
haue, but a body haſt thou oꝛdayned me, Burntoſfe- 
rings alſo foꝛ ſinne haſt thou not allowed, Then ſayd 
J, Loe, Jamhere. In the beginning of the Booke 
it is wꝛitten ol me, that J ould doe thy will, O God. 
Aboue, when hee ſaith, Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt facrifices, and ſinne offerings thou wouldeſt 
not haue, neither haſt thou allowed them (which yet 
are offered by the Law:) then ſaidhee,Loe,J am here 
to doe thy will, O God: hee taketh away the firſt, to 
eſtablichthe later. By the which will wee are made 


holp,cuen by the offering of the body of Jeſus Chzift 


once foꝛ all. Ind euery Pꝛieſt is ready dayly mini⸗ 
Kring, and offering oftentimes one maner of 8 
Whic 
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which can neuer take away ſinnes. But this man, 
after he hadoffred one ſacrifice foz ſinnes, is let downe 
foꝛ euer on the right hand of God, and from hence- 
fozth tarieth till his foes be made his footſtoole. Foz 
with one offering hath he made perfect foꝛ euer them 
that areſanctified, The holy Ghoſt ytmſelfe alſo bea- 
reth vs recoꝛd, euen when he told befoze , This is the 
Teſtament that J will make vnto them: After thoſe 
dayes ( ſaith the Lo2d) J will put my Lawes in their 
hearts., and in their mindes will J waite them, and 
their ſinnes and iniquities will J remember no moze, 
And where remillion of theſe things is, there is no 
monꝛe offering fox ſinnes. Seeing therekoꝛe bzethzen, 
that by the meanes of the blood of Jeſus , wee haue li⸗ 
berty to enter into the holy place by the new and li⸗ 
uing way, whichhe hath pzepared foz vs thꝛough the 
vatle, that is to ſay, by his fleſh: And ſeeingalſothat 
we haue an high Pꝛieſt, which is ruler ouer thehouſe 
of God, let vs dzaw nigh with a true heart in a ſure 
faith. ſpꝛinkled in our hearts krom an guill conſcience, 
and wached in our bodies with pure water. Let vs 
licepe the pꝛokeſſion of our hope without wauering, 
( foz hee is faith tull that pꝛomiſed) and let vs conſider 
one another, to the intent that wee may pꝛouoke vnto 
loue, and to good wozkes, not foꝛſaking the fellowſhip 
that we haue among our ſelues, as the maner ot ſome 
is: but let vs exhozt one another, and that ſo much 
the mo2e, becauſe pe ſee that the day dꝛaweth nigh, 
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SF Hen Jeſus had. ſpoken theſe words, hee 
NO J went tooth with his diſciples ouer the 
, 220oke Cedzon, where wasa Garden, 
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him knew the place: foꝛ Jeſus oft times reſozted thi- 
ther with his diſciples, Judas then (aſter he had re- 
ceiued a band of men, and miniſters ol the hie Pzieſts 
and Phariſees)came thither with lanternes, and fire- 
bꝛands and weapons. And Jeſus knowing all things 
that Gould come on him, went foozth and ſaid vnto 
them, hom ſeeke ye? They anſwered him, Jeſus of 
Nazareth, Jeſus ſaid vnto them, J am he. Judas 
alſo which betrayed him: flood with them. Alſoone 
then as he had ſaid vnto them, J am he, they went 
backeward,and fell to the ground, Then aſked he 
them againe. hom ſeeke pe? They ſaid, Jeſus of 
Nazareth. Jeſus anſwered , J haue told you that J 
am he: il ye ſeeke me therefoze.let theſe goe their way 
that theſaying might be fulfilled which ye ſpake, Of | 
them which thou gaueſt me, haue J not loſt one. 

Then Simon Peter hauing a ſ\wozd dzew it, and 
ſmote the high Pꝛieſts ſeruant , and cut off his right 
eare. The ſeruants name was Malchus. Therekoꝛe 
ſaith Jeſus vnto Peter, Put vp thy ſwozdinto the 
ſheath: ſball I not dꝛinke of the cup which my Father 
hath giuen me? Then the company.,and the captaine 
and the miniſters of the Jewes, tooke Jeſus, and 
bound him, and led him away to Annas firſf , foz hee 
was father in law to Cataphas, which was the 
high Pꝛieſt the ſame peere. Cataphas was he that 
gaue counſell to the Jewes, that it was expedient 
that one man ſboulddiefoz the people, And Simon 
Peter followed Jeſus, and ſo did another diſciple: 
that diſciple was knowen to the high Pꝛieſt, and 
went in with Jeſus into the palace ot the high Pꝛielt. 
But Peter ſtood at the dooꝛe without, Then went out 
that other Diſciple (which was knowen to the high 
Pꝛieſt) and ſpake tothe damoſell that kept the dooze, 
and bꝛought in Peter. Then ſatd the damoſell — 
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kept the dooze, vnto Peter, Art not thou allo one of 
this mans dilciples ? Dee ſayd, Jam not. The ſer⸗ 
uants and miniſters ſtood there, which had made a 
fire oſ coales, toꝛ it was cold, and they warmed them⸗ 
ſelues. Peter alſo ſtood among them, and warmed 


Himſelfe. The high Pꝛieſt then aſked Jeſus of his 


diſciples, and of his doctrine, Jeſus anſwered him, 
J ſpabe openly in the wozld, J cuer taught in the 
Srnagogue, and in the Temple, whither all the 
Jewes haue reſozted, and in ſecret haue I ſpoken no⸗ 
thing. Ooh alkeſt thou mee? Acke them which heard 
mee, what J ſayd vnto them: Behold, they can tell 
what A ſaid, when hee had thus ſpoken , one of the 
miniſters which ſtood by, ſmote Jelus on the face, 
ſaying, Anſwereſt thou the high Pꝛieſt ſo ? Jeſus ans 
twered him, It J haue euill ſpoken, beare witnefle 
ofthe euil: but if J haue well ſpoken, why ſmiteſt 
thou mee? And Annas ſent him bound vnto Cata- 
phas the high Pꝛieſt. Simon Peter ſtood and war- 
med himlelfe. Then ſayd they vnto him, art not thou 
alſo one ok his diſciples 7 Hee denied and ſaid, J am 
not. One of the ſeruants ofthe high Pꝛieſt (his cou- 
lin whole eare Peter ſmote oft) ſayd vnto him, Did 
not J ſee thee in the garden with him? Peter there⸗ 
fo:e denied againe : and immediatip the Cocke crew. 
Then led they Jeſas from Caiaphas, into the hall of 
iudgement: it was in the mozning , and they them⸗ 
ſelues went not into the Judgement hall, leſt they 
ſhould be deffled , but that they might eate the Paſle= 
ouer. Pilatethen went out tothem , and ſapd , what 
accuſation bzing you againſt this man? They an⸗ 
ſwered, andſayd vnto him, If hee were not an euill 
doer , wee would not haue deliuered him vnto thee. 
Then ſaid Pilate vnto them , Take pehim, and iudge 
him after your owne law. 11 Jewes therekoze =_

vnto him, It is not lawkull foz vs to put any man to 
death: that the woꝛdes of Jeſus might bee fulfilled 
which hee ſpake , ſignikying what death he ſhould die, 


Then Pilate entred into the iudgement hall againe, 
and called Jeſus, and ſapd vnto him, Art thou the 
King of the Jewes? Jeſus anſwered, Dayell thou 
that ol thy ſelfe, oꝛ did other tell it theeof mee? Pilate 
anſwered, Am Ja Jew? Thine owne nation, and 
high Pꝛieſts haue deliuered thee vnto me: What haſt 
thou done: Jeſus anſwered, My kingdome is not 
of this world. Il my Kingdome were ofthis wozld, 
then would my miniſters ſurely fight that J ſbould 
not be deliuered to the Jewes: but now is my Kings 
dome not from hence. Pilate therefoze ſayd vnto 
him, Art thou a King then? Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
kayeſt that J ama Ring. Foz this cauſe was J bozne, 
and fox this cauſecame'J into the woꝛld that J ſbould 
beare witneſſe vnto the trueth: and all that are ot the 
trueth heare my voyce. Pilate ſaid vnto him, nohat 
thing is trueth!? And when he had ſaid this, he went 
out agatne vnto the Jewes, and ſaid vnto them, J 
ſind in him no cauſe at ali. Pee haue a cuſtome, that 
I (ould deliuer you one looſe at Eaſter : will pee that 
J looſe vnto pou the King of the Jewes ? Then cryed 
they all againe, ſaying, Not him, but Barabbas : 
The ſame Barabbas was a murtherer, Then Pilate 
tooke Jeſus therefoze,and ſcourged him: and the ſaul- 
diers wound a crowne of thoznes, and put it on his 
head. And they did on him a purplegarment, and 
came vnto him, and laid, Haile King of the Jewes : 
and they ſmnote him on the face. Pilate went foozth 
againe, and ſayd vnto them, Behold, Jbzing him 
fooꝛth to you, that ye may know that J find no fault 
in him. Then came Jeſus foozth, wearing a crowne 
ofthozne , and a robe of purple. And hee ſaith 5 
them

them, Behold the man. when the high Pꝛieſts there⸗ 
foze , aud the miniſtcrs ſaw him, they cryed,Cruciffe 
him, crucifie him, Pilate ſaith vnto them, Take pee 
him, and crucifie him. foꝛ J finde no cauſe in him. The 
Jewes ant wered him, we haue a law, and by our law 
hee ought to dye, becauſe he made himſelle the Donne 
of God. when Pilate heard that ſaying,hee was the 
moꝛe atraid, and went againe into theiudgement hal, 
and ſaid vnto Jeſus, Whence art thou? But Jeſus 
gaue him no antwere. Then ſapd Pilate vnto him, 
Speakeſt thou not vnto me? Knowelt thou not that 
J haue power to cruciſie thee, and haue power to looſe 
thee? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt haue no power 
at all againſt mee. except it were giuen thee from a⸗ 
boue: therekoze hee that deliuered mee vnto thee. hath 
the moze ſinne. And from thencekozth ſought Pilate 
meanes tolooſe him, But the Jewes cried, ſaying, 
Ik thou let him goe, thou art not Ceſars friend: foz 
Whoſoeuer maketh himſelfe a King, is againſt Ceſar. 
When Pilate heard that ſaying , hee bzought Jeſus 
foo:th,and ſate downe to giue ſentence, in a place that 
is called the Pauement , but in the Yebzew tongue, 
Gabbatha. It was the pzeparing day of Caller, about 
the ſixt houre. And he ſaith vnto the Jewes, Behold 
pour King, They cryed,ſaying, Away with him, a⸗ 
way with him, crucifie him. Pilate ſaith vnto them, 
Shall J crucifieyour King? The high Pꝛieſtes an⸗ 
ſwered, Me haue no King but Ceſar, Then delmered 
he him to them to be crucified. And they tooke Jeſus, 
and led him away. And he bare his Croſſe, and went 
foozth into a place which is called , The place of dead 
mens ſculles, but in Hebꝛe w, Golgotha, where they cru- 
ciſied him, and two other with him, on either ſide 
one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wꝛote a title, 


and put it vpon the Croſſe. The wꝛiting was, leſus of 
K 2 Nazareth, 
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Nazarcch, King of the Iewes, This title read many of 
the Jewes: oz the place where Jeſus was crucified, 
was neere to the City,and it was wꝛitten in Yebzew, 
Greeke and Latine. Then ſaid the high Pꝛieſts of 
the Jewes to Pilate, Wꝛite not Ring of the Jewes: 
but that hee ſayd, J am King of the Jewes, Pilate 
anſwered , What A haue wꝛitten, that J haue wait- 
ten. Then the ſouldiers when they had crucified Je⸗ 
ſus, tooke his garments,and made foure parts to eue⸗ 
ry ſouldier a part, and allo his coate. The coat was 
without ſeame, wꝛought vpon thoꝛowout. They 
ſaid therefoze among themſelues. Let vs not diuide 
it. but caſt lots fo2 it, who ſhal haue it: that the Dcrip: 
ture might bee fulſtlled, ſaying, They haue parted my 
rayment among them, and foz my coat did they caſt 
lots. And the ſouldiers did ſuch things indeed. There 
ſtood by the Croſſe of Jeſus, his mother, and his mo- 
thers liſter, Mary the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. when Jeſus therekoze ſaw his mother, 
andthe Diſciple whom hee loued, ſtanding , he ſayth 
vnto his mother, Woman, Behold thy tonne. Then 
ſaid heto the diſciples, Behold thy mother, And from 
that houre the diſciple tooke her foz his owne, After 
thele things, Jeſus knowing that all things were 
now perfozmed , that the Scripture might bee fulfil- 
led, he ſaith Jthirſt, So there ſtood a vellell by full of 
vineger: therefoze they filled a ſpunge with vineger, 
and wound it about with hyſope, and put it to his 
mouth. Aſloone as Jelus then receiued the vineger, 
he ſayd, It is finiſhed, and bowed his head, and gaue 
vp the ghoſt. The Jewes theretoꝛe, becauſe it was 
the pꝛeparing of the Sabbath, that the bodies ſhould 
not remapne vpon the Croſſe on the Sabbath day, 
(foz that Sabbath day was an high day) beſought 
Pilate that their legs might be bzoken, and that cory 

might 
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might be taken downe, Then came the ſouldiers, and 4 
bꝛake the legs of the fir, and of the other which was 1 
crucified with him. But when they came to Jelus, and if 
ſaw that he was already dead, they bzake not his legs: 1 
but one of the ſouldiers with a ſpeare thruſthiminto 

the ſide, and fo2th with there came out blood and water. 

And he that ſaw it bare recozd, and his recoꝛd is true: 1 
and hee knoweth that he ſaith true, that yee might be- 0 
leeue alſo. Foz theſe things were done, that the Scrip⸗ 1 
ture ſhould bee fulfilled, Pee ſhall not bzeakie a bone dt Ni 
him, And againe,another Scriptureſaith, They ſhall 0 
looke vpon him whom they haue pierced. Aktor this, . 
Joſeph of Arimathea (which was a diſciple of Jeſus, q 
butſecretly foz feare of the Jewes ) beſought Pilate 4 
that he might take downe the body of Jeſus, And Pt- 4 
late gaue him licence. Ye came therefoze,and tooke the K 
body of Jeſus. And there came alſo icodemus (which 
at the beginning came to Jeſus by night) and brought it 
of myꝛrhe and aloes mingled together, about an hun⸗ ö 
dꝛed pound weight. Then tooke they the body ol Jeſus, 1 
and wound it in linnen clothes with theodours,as the ; 
maner of the Jewes is to bury. Andin the place where % 
he was cruciſied there was a garden. and in the garden \ 
a new ſepulchze, wherein was neuer man laid. There 's 
laid they Jeſus therefoze , becauſe of the pzeparing of | 
ed 1 of the Je weg. foꝛ the ſepulchze was nigh " 
at hand. iff

C aſmuch as Chzilt hath once ſuffered kor fins, = 

the iuſt koꝛ the vniuſt to bꝛing vs to God, and if 
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was killed as pertaining to the fleſh,but was quickned i 
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in the Spirit. In which Spirit hee alſo went and 
pzeached to the ſpirits that were in pꝛiſon, which 
ſometime had been diſobedient, when the long fuffe- 
ring of God was once looked foz in the dayes of Noe, 
while the Arke was a pꝛeparing: wherein a few, that 
is to ſap, eight ſoules were ſaued by the water, like as 
bapticme alſo now ſaueth vs: not the putting away of 
the filth of the fleſh , but in that a good conſcience con; 
ſenteth to God, by the reſurrection of Jeſus Chat, 
which is on the right hand of God, a is gone into hea: 
uen, Angels, Powers. and might ſubdued vnto him. 
The Goſpel. 
hen the Euen was come, there came a 
AYES richman ol Arimathea named Joleph. 
(” 5/3) which alſo was Jeſus diſciple: he went 
a6 vnto Pilate, and begged the body of Je- 
f ſug. Then Pilate commanded the body 
to be deliuered. And when Joſeph had taken the body, 
he wꝛapped it in a cleane linnen cloth, and lapd it in 
his new tombe, which hee had hewen out euen in the 
rocke , and rolled a great ſtone to the doozeofthe De: 
pulchze,and departed, And there was Mary Mag⸗ 
dalene, and the other ary , ſitting ouer againſt the 
Depulchze. The next day that followeth the day of 
pꝛeparing the high Pꝛieſts and Phariſes came toge⸗ 
ther vnto Plate, ſaping. Str, we remember that tis 
decetuer cayd, while hee was pet aliue, Alter thꝛee 
dapes J will riſe againe. Command therekoze, that 
the Sepulchꝛe bee made ſure vntill the third day, leſt 
his diſciples come and ſteale him away, and ſap vnts 
the people, Yee is riſen from the dead, and the laſt 
errour ſball bee woꝛſe then the firft.

But when the King heard thereok, hee was wꝛoth, 
and ſent foozth his men of warre, and deftroyed thoſe 
murtherers, and burnt vp their citie. Then laid he to 
his ſeruants, the marriage indeed is pzepared, but 
they which were bidden , were not woꝛthy. Goe ve 
therefoze out into the high-wayes, and as many as 
pee finde, bid them to the marriage, And the ſeruants 
went kooꝛth into the high-wayes, and gathered toge⸗ 
ther all, as many as they could finde, both good and 
bad: and the wedding was furnilbed with gheſts, 
Then the Ring came in to ſee the gheſtes, and when 
hee ſpied there a man which had not on a wedding 
garment. he ſaid vnto Him, Friend. How cameſt thou 
in hither,not hauing a wedding 14 And hee 
was euen ſpeechleſſe.

And 
they laid vnto him, Pefterday at the ſeuenty Houre 
the feuer left him. So the father knew that it was 
the ſame houre in the which Jeſus ſaid vnto him, Thy 
ſonne Uueth. And hee beleeued, and all His houſhold, 
This is againe the ſecond miracle that Jeſus did, 
when he was come out of Jury into Galilee.

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no Communion , except ſoure or three at the leaſt commu- 
nicate with the Prieſt. 

And in Cathedrall and Collegiat Churches , where bee 
many Prieſts and Deacons, they ſhall alt recewe the Com- 
munion with the Miniſter every Sunday at the leaſt , except 
they haue a reaſonable cauſe to the contrary. And to take a- 
way the ſuperſtivon , whichany perſon hath or might haue 
in the Bread and wine, it ſhall ſuffice that the Bread bee ſuch 
as is vſually to be eaten at the Table with other meates, but 
the beſt and pureſt wheate Bread that conueniently may bee 
gotten, And if any of the Bread and Wine remaine, the Cu- 
rate ſhal haue it to his awn vſe. The Bread and Wine for the 
Communion ſhalbe prouided by the Curat and the Church - 
wardens, at the charges of the Pariſn, and the Pariſh ſhall bee 
diſcharged of ſuch ſummes of money or other dueties, which. 
hitherto they haue paid for the ſame by order of their houſes 
euery Sunday. 

And note that euery Pari ſhioner ſhall communieate at th 
leaſt three times in the yeere, of whic h Eaſter to be one, and 
ſhall alſo receiue the Sacraments and orker Rites, according 
to the order in this baoke appointed. And yeerely at Eaſter, 
euery Pariſhioner ſhall reckon with his "a Ay Vicar or Cu- 
rate, or his or their Neputic or Deputies, and pay to them or 
him all Eccleſiaſticall dueties, accuſtomably due, then at that 
time to be payd. 


C The miniſtration of Baptiſme to bee 
vſed in the Church. 


T appeareth by ancient Writers, that the Sa- 
crament of Bapriſme in the old time was not 
commonly miniſtred but at two times in the 
yeere: at Eaſter and Whitſuntide. At which 
times it was openly miniſtred in the preſence 
of all the congregation. Which cuſtome now being growne' 
Out 
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out of vſc,alchough it cannot for many conſiderations be wel 
reſtored againe, it is thought good to follow the ſame as neere 
as conueniently may be. Wherfore the people are to be ad- 
moniſhod, that it is moſt conuenient that Baptiſme ſhould not 
bee adminiſtred but vpon Sundayes and other holy- dayes, 
when the moſt number of people may come together, aſwell 
tor that the congregation there preſent may teſtifie the recei- 
uing of them that bee newly baptized into the number of 
Chriſts Church, as alſo becauſe in the Baptiſme of Infants, 
euery man preſent may bee put in temembrance of his one 
ptofeſſion made to God in Baptiſme. For which cauſe 
alſo ĩt is expedient that Baptiſme bee miniſtred in the Engliſh 
tongue. Neuertheleſſe, if neceſſity ſo require, children may 
at all times be baptized at home. 


Publique Baptiſme. 
When there are children to be baptized vpon the Sunday 
or Holyday, the parents ſhall giue knowledge ouer night, 
or in the morning afore the beginning of Morning prayer, 
to the Curate. And then the Godfathers, Godmothers, 
and people with the children muſt be ready at the Font, ei- 
ther immediatly after the laſt Leſſon at Morning prayer, 
or els immediatly after the laſt Leſſon at Euening prayer, 
as the Curate by his diſcretion ſhall appoint. And then 
ſtanding there, the Prieſt ſhall aske whether the children 
bee baptized or no. If they anſwere no: then (hall the 
Prieſt ſay thus. :

The order of Confirmation, or laying on of hands

and alſo promiſe that by the grace of God they will euermore 
indeuour themſelues faithfully to obſerue and kecpe ſuch 
things as they by their owne mouth and confeſſion haue 
aſſented vnto. Secondly, foraſmuch as Confirmation is mi- 


niſtred to them that be baptized, that by impoſition of hands, 


and prayer, they may receiue ſtrength and defence againſt all 
temptations to ſin, and the aſſaults of the world and the de- 
uill, it is moſt meet to bee miniſtred when children come to 
that age, that partly by the arge of their owne fleſn, partly 
by the aſſaults of the world and the deuill, they begin to bee 
in danger to fall into ſundry kinds of ſinne. 

Thirdly , for that it is agreeable with the vſage of the 
Church in times paſt: whereby it was ordained that Confir- 
mation ſhould be miniſtred to them that were of perfect age, 
that they being inſtructed in Chriſts religion, ſhould openly 
profefle their owne faith, and promiſe to be obedient vnto the 
will of God. And that no man ſhall thinke that any detriment 
ſhall come to children by deferring of their Contirmation, he 
ſhall know for truth, that it is certaine by Gods word, that 
children being baptized, haue all things neceſſary for their 
ſaluation, and be vndoubtedly ſaued. ;

Oraſmuchas all mortall men bee ſubiect to many ſudden 
perils, diſeaſes and ſickneſſes, and euer vncertaine what 
time they ſhall depart out of this life: therefore to the intent 
they may be alwayes in a readineſſe to die whenſoeuer it ſhal 
| pleaſe Almighty God to call them, the Curats ſhall diligently 
| from time to time, but eſpecially in the plague time exhort 
| cheir-Parithioners,to.the oft receiuing (in the Church) of the 
| holy Communion of the body and blood of our Sauiour 
Chriſt : hich if they doe, they ſhall haue no cauſe in their 

ſudden viſitation to be vnquiet for lack of the ſame. But if the 
ſicke perſon be not able to come to the Church,and yet is de- 
ſirous to receiue the Communion in his houſe, then he muſt 
giue knowledge ouer- night, or els early in the morning, to the 
Curate, ſignifying alſo how many be appointed to Commu- 
nicate with him, and hauing a conuenient place in the ſicke 
mans houſe, where the Curate may reuercntly miniſter, and a 
good number to receiue the Communion with the ſicke per- 
ſon, with all things neceſſary for the ſame, he ſhall there mini-
